EXTRAORDINARY DISCOVERY. | which had so long sheltered them, and 


The following is an extract of a letter 
from a young American now travelling 
in Europe, which we copy from the lat- 
on Rouge (La.) Gazette. We know noth- 
ing in the range of science to equal the 
discovery mentioned, except indeed some 
of the wonderfal discoveries in Mesmer- 
ism- 

Professor Von Grusseldach of Stock: 
holm, has very lately brought to a state 
of perfection the art of producing a tor- 
por of the whole system, by the applica- 
tion of coldof different degrees of iaten~ 
sity, proceeding from a lesser to a great- 
er, sO as to cause the human body to be- 
come perfectly torpid without permanent 
injury to any organ or tissue of tho 
frame. la this siate they. may. remain 
for a great number of years, and again, 
after a sicep of ages, be awakened to ex~ 
istence, as fiesh and blooming as they 
wero when they first sunk into the frig- 
orific slumber. 

The attention of the learned professor 
was first led to the subject by finding a 
toad enclosed in a solid fragment of a cal- 
careous rock ten feet in diameter, which, 
when taken out, showed unequivocal 
signs of Iife; but it was supposed that 
the concussion caused by blasting the 
rock occasioned its death in a few lLours 
after, The opinion of Baron Gruithizen, 
who is Geologist to the King of Sweden, 
was, that it must have been in that situa- 
tion for at least seven thousand years; 
and his calculations were drawn from the’ 


different layers of strata by which it was 
surrounded. From this hint, the profes. 
sor proceeded to make experiments; and, 
after a painful and laborous course of ex- 
periments for the last !weniy-nine years 
of his life, he has at last succeeded in 
perfecting his great discovery. No less 
than sixty thousand reptiles, shell fish, 
&c., were experimented on before he 
tried the human subject. The processis 
not entirely laid before the public as yet, 
but | had the honor, in compeny witha 
friend, of visiting the protessor. 

I shall give a slight description of one 
of the outer rooms containing some of 
preparations. Previous to entering, we 
were furnished with an India rubber bag 
to which was attached a mask with glass 
ay wae put on to prevent the 
temperature of the room from being va- 
ried the slighest degree by our breathing. 
It was an auricular room, lighted from 
the top by the sun’s rays, from which the 
heat was entirely disengaged by ite pas.

the oxide of copper. (a late discovery, 
and very valuable to the professor.)— 
The room is shelved all around, and con. 
tains nearly one thousand specimens of 
animals, &c- One wasa Swedish girl, 
iged, from appearance, about nineteen 
years; she was consigned to the profes- 
sor by order of the Government to exper- 
iment upon, having been found guilty of 
murdering her child. With the excep~ 
tion of a slight paleness, she appeared as 
if asleep, although she has deen in a state 
of complete torpor fortwo years» He 
‘intends, he says, to resuscitate her in 
five more years, and convince the world 
of the soundness of his wonderful discor- 
ery. The professor, to gratify us, took 
a small snake out of his cabinet into ano.

A SAD DISASTER. 


A correspondent of the Beltimore Sun 
wiiting from Patuxeint, says: 


We vesterday fell in with Capt. Flow- 
ers, whose vessel had been capsized by a 
sudJen flow of wind on Thursday night 
There were five females on board, and 
four males, all of whom were drowned 
with the exception of the captain and his 
brother, who clung tothe riggiog until 
assistance arrived. The names of those 
that were lost were Miss Flowers, the 
captain's sister, Mrs. Cent, a widow lady, 
a little girl about 7 years old named 
Rockwell, a daughter of L. P- Rockwell, 
of Baltimore, Mrs. Triggel and child, and 
a white boy and black maa deck hands. 
At about 12 o’clock this morning we 
succeeded in righting the vessel, when 
such a sight met my eyes as | hope never 
to witness again. Jn the cabin we found 
the bod:es of the four females, the little 
child having been, it is supposed, washed 
out and lost. Miss Flowers was standing 
up in the cabin, cold and stiff, with her 
arms folded across her breast, as if she 
had. died with the child in ber arms. 
The r three were lying on the cabin 
floor, somewhat bruised.-—-Mr. Sockwell's 
daughter looked perfectly natural, and 
was not in the least bruisedgr disfigured. 
After the vessel was pumped out, and 
put in order, Capt. Flowers sailed for his 
home near the mouth of the Rappahan- 
nock river, carrying with him the bodies 
of the four females. We were unable 
to recover the other three bodies.

NAUVOO. 
The following notice of operations and 


the report of the Editor of the Repub- 
lican, 

Upon ovr arrival, we took pains to 
learn the state of the public fevling, by 
conversing with persons, men and women. 
who are not regarded as leaders in the 
Mormon ‘church. 

It was evident to us that the Mormons 
are deeply wounded by the deajyh of 
Joe and Hyrum Smith. They regard 
their deaths as unmerited, and the man~ 
ner of killing them as bordaring upon sax 
voge oarbarity; they look for vengeance, 
in some way or other, upon the assassins. 
and many of them we believe, would 
cheerfully take the work into their own 
haods, were it not that they, and in fect, 
the whole people aro restrained by fear of 
consquences. They are fully aware of 
the hostility, of the community against 
them, and they believe thet any overt 
act of theirs would draw upon them and 
their property the power of the surround- 
ing counties. Their affeciion for Joe is 
as great as it has been represented, and 
the influence and control of the leaders 
over the mass, is unbounded. We saw 
no evidence of a disposition to outbreak. 
on the contrary, every manifestion was 
of a peaceful character: but, under all 
these vrofessions, there was evidently a 
deep feeling of injury and an acute sense 
of the wrougs which they believe they 
have suffered. ‘Ihie feeling may, and, 
for a time will be kept down by their 
fears and the influence and counsel! of 
their leaders. but it will not be forgotten, 
and cannot be eradicated. They will 
endeavor not to be the first aggressors, 
for it ia mot to their interest to be, but 
they will not probably regret a safe oc. 
casion to vent their feelin 

They have built up a considerable 
town in a*very brief period. They 
claim a ;opulation in the city of about 
filteen thousand, and we suppose they 
have at least ten thousand. The build. 
ings are scatiered over a wide space, ex- 
tending along the river bank five or six 
miles, and back into the country three 
and four miles With the exception of 
the growth of the city, there are but few 
other evidences of industry or enterprise 
among jhem- They appear to have but 
few work~shops or manufactories of any 
kind, and a stranger is puzzled to deters 
mine how they obtain the means of subs 
sistence. There is at this time, a great 
scarcity of provisions among tiem, and 
the surrounding country is but little, if 
any better provided. These difficulties 
add greatly to the pressure of their con- 
dition. Their usual employments are 
in Many irstances suspended. and if the 
excitement continues long there will be 
@ great amount of individual suffering. 
There are a number of persons resi- 


ding in the city who are not Mormons: 
orconnected with the church. From 
several of these, we learned many things 
in relation to formers events, and the pres 
sent condition of the peoplo.’ Several of 
the seceding Mormons have houses and 
other property in the city which thus far, 
have been guarded und protected. A 
strict police is kept up, and during the 
night, guards patrol the city; the avenues 
to the city during the night,—are also 
guarded. 

On our return we stopped at Warsaw, 
where the State commissioners were 
joined by Col, Wood, the Mavor of Quin- 
cy, and Mr Conyers. These gentlemen 
had returned frou Nauvoo through Car.

HURRICANE—LOSS OF LIFE AND 
PROPERTY.

On Wedvesday evening lost, one of 
the most destructive hurricanes or whirl- 


been visited, p ssed th h our Territo- 
ry a little north of this place, carrying 
death end desolation with it. The mora 
of that day was os pleasant os usual, a 
very gentle breeze playing with the 
leaves.and a cloud ocusionally shutting 
the sun from view; but in the afiernoon, 
a dark angry looking cloud, covering the 
whole porth-eastern horizon, seemed to 
stand still, while from the enuth a very 
severe gale was consiantly blowing. As 
ata signal, the cloud started from the po- 
‘sition it had so long maintained, andin a 
few moments the rain was pouring down 
in torients and so continued for 20 or 30 
minutes when it ceased, and about this 
time, after a very short calm. a strong 
gale was blowing in the opposite direction 
rom which it came before. But this 
was not the place for its horrors. We 
have learned but few particulars, and 
they truly melancholy. 

At about six o'clock, a whirlwind, ra- 

king a space of half a mile in width, pas. 
sed through the Centre, or Randall’s 
Grove, about twelve miles above this 
place, with such force as ito tear down 
the dwelling of Mr. Randall, built of 
heavy logs, killing Mrs. Randal! inatantly 
and seriously injuring her son, a y 
man of 22 or 23 years of age. We 
also learn that within a few milesof 
Tipton, Cedar county, the residence of 
Mr. Mudge, (we believe that to be the 
oame) was blown to the ground, dat- 
gerously wounding Mr. and inju- 
ring four or five of his family. In its 
course, it tore down five or six houses ia 
the same vicinity. ard left neither tree 
nor fence stnnding behind it. tt crossed 
the Misssissippi a few miles above Cor- 
dovia, lil.. tearing down a barn unroofing 
a residence, and twisting off the trees at 
the ground, but without the loss of life, 
we helieve. 
What destruction was done between 
these points, or how far it extended. we 
_ know not, but fear itis great, and many 
lives have been lost. A hotel at Molme,

persons.

PETRIFACTION.

It consisis of several hundred 
trees, in an erect position, turned to 
sione, ‘Tr. es now growing are partially 
petrified. This is a startling fact for the 
natural philosophers, and must cause 
them to modify the existing theory of 
petrifaction.” 

The philosophy of petrifaction, a% 
taught in the electric philosophy and 
science of the day, is s'mply this: Petri~ 
faction is an electric effect, and takes 
place whenever the electric condition o! 
the menstrum, be it air or water, and of 
the materia, be it flesh or vegetably mat- 
ter, nmecessarily cemand it. The old 
theory of slow decay and a regularly 
floating in of silecious matter is now ex- 
pleded. Matter, vegetable and animal, 
is found turned to stone in the dir, as 
well asim the water and earth. We

CAVES IN IOWA. 

The following notice of some of the 
natural curiosities of lowa we find in 
the Dubuque Transcript: 

Mr. Editor:—1 presume‘few of 
your readers are aware that we have 
in our immediate vicinity, one of the 
most remarkable natural curiosities to 
be found in the west. I allude to 
Burt's Cave, as it is called, situated be- 
tween the forks of the Makoketa riv- 
er and their junction, in Jackson coun- 
ty. Being in that neighborhood, | 
lately visited and explored it in com- 
pany with some ladies and gentleman. 
and can assure vou I was well reward: 
ed for my pains, and | should have 
felt that | was so, had I gone 100 miles 
toseeit. There is not simply a cave. 
but three most wonderful works of 
nature. The first consist ofa Natura! 
Bridge, extending across a ravine 
through which runs a small stream.— 


It is of limestone formation, about 30 


or 40 feet in height from the bed o' 
the creek, and of at least 100 feet span: 
while the rock of which it is formed 
is not less than 100 feet broad, the 
whole being beautifully arched and 
executed, as to speak, by nature, in 
the most workmanlike manner. I can 
scarcely conceive of a more grandand 
imposing object. Itcalled forth a sim 
ultaneous burst of admiration from 


the whole party the moment we be- 
held it. IJtis not as high as the natu- 


ral bridge in Virginia, but it is broader 
and of greater span, and in some res- 
pects more wonderful. No lover of 


‘nature can behold it without admira-}% 


tion and astonishment. | 
The second object of curiosity is 
just below the bridge and connécted 
withit. Jt consists of an imménse 
shelf of rdtk rising from the left bank 
of the stream in the form of the seg. 
ment ofan arch and projectingin stri 
ing grandeur over the stream, filling 
the spectators with the deepest awe 
as he stands beneath it and gazes up- 
ward. We had no instrument for 
measurement, but we judged by the 
eye that this shelf was 200 feet in 


length, and ep amon an equal distance 


on a graceful curve forming one ol the 
most sublime objects which I eve: 
beheld. And the third curiosity 
which attracted our attention was the 
cave which opens from beneath. the 
last named arch. The entrance is 
low, but soon expands in height so 
thata man may stand ie it upright.— 
The cave is about 30 feet wide and 
600,,feet long and has an outlet at 
each end. The stream already spok. 
en of runs through it. It resembles 
the mineral caves found in this vicin- 
ty. At the lower outlet, the opening 
expands into a spacious amphitheatre. 
surrounded with huge cragged ledges. 
and rocks piled up in regalie and fan- 
tastic forms, while the ravine stretch 
es away to the south, in the most ro. 
mantic manner as far as the eye can 
reach, and through this the little mur- 
muring and gurgling creek finds its 
We also en- 
tered two other caves opening out o! 
this ravine, but as our lights had been 
previously extinguished, we did not! 
explore them. But we were of opin- 
ion that they would have amply re- 
warded our curiosity had we been 
able to penetrate their recesses. The 
cave is in Jackson county, 35 
miles from Dubuque.

THE RISE OF TIIE WATERS. 


The rise of the waters of our great 
western rivers is unexampled during 
the presentcentury. The Illinois riv- 
er spreads over the bottom from bluff 
to bluff. The damage will be great. 

The upper Mississippi spreads from 
to blufin the same manner.— 
All the farms on the bottom are des- 
troyed. 

The Missouri river is evidently the 
highest. The accounts from these 
are truly distressing. The river is 
from twelve to fourteen feet in depth 
on all the bottoms, reaching from bluff 
to bluff every where. 

The lower Mississippi is still rising 

by the last accounts from St. Louis, 
at the rate of one foot in 24 hours.— 
[Ilinots town and Cahokia have been 
long since abandoned by their inhab- 
itants. The steam ferry boat is pas. 
sing from St. Louis to the bluff—a die- 
tance of ten miles. The lower part 
of St. Louis submerged. Brooklyn 
(north St.Louis) is flooded, and the 
inhabitants have applied to the St. 
Louis authorities for relief. 
‘ The Missouri river is said to have 
made another mouth for the discharge 
of its waters—coming in to the Mis 
sissippi about 12 miles above Alton.- 
lt isnow making across at the rate of 
ten miles an hour. 

A rise of fifteen feet in the Arkan- 
sas river isreported by the Alex. Scott. 
and the previous information with res- 
pect to the inundation of many towns 
on the lower Mississippi confirmed.— 


Lakes Huron and Superior.—The 
estimated expense of constructing a 
canal 12 feet deep and 100 feet wide, 
in the most substantial manner, con- 
necting lakes Huron and Superior, is 
$454,107,66. Its length will be about 
a mile. One of the bills before Con- 
gress contains anappropriation for this 
object. The canal is intended to be 
large enough to admit the passage of 
steamers of 600 tons. 


From Halifaz.—Late Halifax pa- 
pers contuin the following intelli- 
ence. 

The ship of the line Illustrious, and 
several other ships of war at Halifax, 
were about to proceed to Havana for 
the purpose of protecting British inter- 
est in the Island of Cuba. 

The ship Saladin, from Valparaiso, 
Feb. 27, bound to London, laden with 
guano manure, 60 tons of copper and 
$8500 in money, was run ashore at 
Island Harbor on the 20th, without 
officers. The survivors of the crew 
reported that the Captain, M’Kenzie, 
died about the 5th, and also the mate. 
that the second mate and two men 
were lost by falling from the yard arm, 
and that the six remaining men were 
unable to navigate the ship, and she 
consequently came ashore, so far from 
herregular track. Suspicious eircum- 
stances had come to light, to throw 
discredit on the story told by the sur- 
vivors. Twelve vessels arrived at 


which four were from Great Britain 
and one from Ireland.

THE OREGON EXPEDITION. 


We learn from the Western Expositor 
printed at Independence, Missouri, that 
the Oregon emigrants started from their 
place @f general.rendezvous at the “Lone 
Elm, on the 14th ult., and that although 
they had been gone upwards of two 
weoks, they had, in consequence of high 
waters, only travelled about one hundred 
miles» ‘The ‘Expositor gives the follow- 
ing particulars, which are of general in- 
terest: 

Major Moses Harris, a native of Union 
county, South Carolina, is their pilot; 
and Col. Nathaniel Ford, of Howard co. 
Mo: is captain of the company. There 
are several small parties on their route, 
which have not yet reached Col. Ford's 
company: embracing in all 27 families, 
numbering about 125 souls. ‘They olso 
have 10 wagons, 130 cattle and some few 
horses. In Col. Ford’« company there 
are 54 wagons, 509 head of cattle, 60 
horses, and 28 mutes. 

There are a good many on the route 
who have reached Col. Ford's company 
by this time. The oggregate strength 
of Col. Ford's company, with those who 
may have reached him by this time, may 
therefore be set down as fullows: 

55 married men, with their wives, 110 
Their children, 83 boysand 85 girls 163 
Single men,

When all are together, thero will be 
about 64 wagons, 640 head of cattle, 65 
horses and 20 mules —quite a sumber.— 
Col. Ford's company, it is thof&ght, will 
reach Gen. Gilliam's in about two weeks, 
the latter having crossed the river nea;
